AN ACT
RELATING TO ABANDONED MOTOR VEHICLES; AMENDING CHAPTER 18, TITLE 49, IDAHO
CODE, BY THE ADDITION OF A NEW SECTION 49-1807B, IDAHO CODE, TO PROVIDE
FOR AN IDAHO STATE POLICE AUTHORIZED TOW LIST AND TO REQUIRE BACKGROUND
CHECKS OF CERTAIN PERSONS.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:

SECTION 1. That Chapter 18, Title 49, Idaho Code, be, and the same is
hereby amended by the addition thereto of a NEW SECTION, to be known and des-
ignated as Section 49-1807B, Idaho Code, and to read as follows:

49-1807B. IDAHO STATE POLICE AUTHORIZED TOW LIST -- BACKGROUND
CHECKS. The Idaho state police shall establish and maintain an authorized
tow list. To determine the suitability of applicants for inclusion on the
Idaho state police authorized tow 1list, the Idaho state police shall require
every applicant towing firm owner, driver and operator to provide informa-
tion and fingerprints necessary to obtain criminal history information from
the Idaho state police bureau of criminal identification and the federal bu-
reau of investigation. The cost of taking and processing such fingerprints
shall be the responsibility of the applicant. Pursuant to section 67-3008,
Idaho Code, the Idaho state police shall submit a set of fingerprints ob-
tained from the applicant and the required fees to the Idaho state police
bureau of criminal identification for a criminal records check of state and
national databases. The Idaho state police may receive criminal history
information from the Idaho state police bureau of criminal identification
and from the federal bureau of investigation for the purpose of evaluating
the fitness of applicants for inclusion on the Idaho state police authorized
tow list.
